Tre hospital world was grieved on January 4th when the 
news went out telling of the death of Matthew ©. Folev.

Federal Unemployment Relief Legislation 


N January 17 Senator Wagner of New York introduced Senate Bill 

1130, a bill “to alleviate the hazards of old age, unemployment, 

illness, and dependency, to establish a Social Insurance Board in 

the Department of Labor, to raise revenue, and for other purposes.” This 

bill was read twice and referred to the Committee on Finance of the 
Senate. 

On the same date Mr. Lewis of Maryland and Mr. Doughton of North 
Carolina introduced similar bills, referred to respectively as H. R. 4142 
and H. R. 4120. These bills, known as the Wagner-Lewis-Doughton 
bills, cover the Federal unemployment legislation as introduced into Con- 
gress to this time. 

A close reading of these bills emphasizes the fact that there are no 
hospitals, charitable or educational institutions, or any other organizations 
exempted from the provisions of the bills as introduced. 

When this legislation was introduced into the last Congress, Senator 
Wagner was consulted and a request was presented on behalf of the Joint 
Committee that hospitals be exempted from the provisions of the Federal 
unemployment legislation. The Senator was inclined at that time to give 
favorable consideration to this request. 

The report of the Committee on Economic Security to President Roose- 
velt stated in regard to unemployment insurance: “We are opposed to the 
exclusion of any specified industries from the Federal Act, but favor 
establishment of a separate, nationally administered system of unemploy- 
ment compensation for railroad employees and maritime workers.” In 
consonance with the report of this committee, the authors of the bills 
referred to have included hospitals as well as all industries in this legis- 
lation. 

In the General Advisory Council opposition was offered against the 
inclusion of educational institutions and hospitals in the legislation, but 
the opposition were unable to carry their point. There is no question but 
what there is a very determined opposition on the part of the sponsors 
of this legislation to make it all-inclusive and to fight any proposed 
exemption. 

Section 302 of Senator Wagner’s bill provides that: 

“Em ployment Excise Tax 

“Sec. 302. Commencing on January 1, 1937, there shall be levied and 
assessed upon every employer as defined in this title an employment excise 
tax, to be collected from and paid by every such employer: 

(1) As of January 1, 1937, the tax shall be at the rate of one-half 
of 1 per centum of the pay roll of such employer. 
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“(2) As of January 1, 1942, the tax shall be at the rate of 1 per 
centum of the pay roll of such employer. 

“(3) As of January 1, 1947, the tax shall be at the rate of 11% per 
centum of the pay roll of such employer. 

“(4) As of January 1, 1952 the tax shall be at the rate of 2 per 
centum of the pay roll of such employer. 

“(5) As of January 1, 1957, the tax shall be at the rate of 21% per 
centum of the pay roll of such employer.” 

Dr. Faxon suggests: 

“Perhaps instead of asking for exclusion, it would be better to go at it 
by arranging so that hospitals could come under some of the special pro- 
visions of the Act, whereby, although they would be exempted from the 
1% donation to the general fund, they could also be allowed to pay into 
a special pool which, after it reached a certain amount, would release 
them from further payments excepting when withdrawals were made 
from this for the payment of unemployment. They would also be able 
to receive interest on the money in this pool after it had reached the 
determined amount.” 

The arguments presented by the hospitals for exemption from the pro- 
visions of the unemployment bill are as follows: 

1. That unemployment has not been a serious factor in hospital 
problems. 

2. That employment in hospitals is dependent upon the amount of 
sickness and not upon the condition of industry. 

3. That sickness, if any, tends to increase during periods of general 
unemployment. 

4. That hospitals in such periods meet their financial problem not by 
the discharge of employees but through the reduction of salaries and 
wages, and that as a consequence an enforced payment into an unem- 
ployment pool would result in a reduction in the salaries and wages of 
employees in hospitals without their ever being able to draw any appre- 
ciable benefits. 

Other cogent arguments against the inclusion of hospitals might well 
be presented: 

1. That heavy withdrawals from the income of the hospital for the 
purpose of this or other taxes reduce by the amount withdrawn the 
financial ability to give hospital care to the indigent and unemployed. 

2. That hospitals are not like industries in that they do not experience 
heavy fluctuation in employment of personnel during periods of depres- 
sion, but that with the increase of hospital care given, particularly in 
assuming the increased load for the care of indigent and unemployed, 
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hospitals maintain a rather definite standard of numbers of employed 
personnel; the ratio of employed personnel to patients remaining practi- 
cally the same during all periods. 

3. That hospitals are not industries but they are charities, organized 
and operated for the common weal, without thought of profit and with 
the only purpose of affording to the maximum limit of their resources 
adequate hospital care for all our people when and as needed. 

4. That the hospitals have no opportunity, through the increase of 
their rates for service, to cover the costs incident to unemployment insur- 
ance, as industries and commercial enterprises have. 

The hearing on this legislation was held in Washington on January 29. 
Representatives of the Joint Committee personally appeared before the 
committee to present the case for the hospitals. It is probable that 
before the legislation is finally adopted, the request of the hospitals will 
be given favorable consideration. 

It is very important that the Legislative Committees of the different 
state hospital associations pay particular attention to this legislation when 
it is presented before their respective state legislatures. There are many 
details on many points that will be left entirely to state legislation. 





Robert Packer Hospital Opens Its New Building 


This new building, which was opened to the public December 6, is the 
consummation of the dream friends of Packer Hospital have had for 
years—necessitated by and constructed after the serious fire of May 3, 
1933. 

The building has been made possible through the generous gifts of 
friends of the hospital, and by means of a Government loan received 
through the Public Works Administration. 

The main building is 180 feet long and 50 feet wide, with a two-story 
portion connecting to one of the older wings, 60 feet long by 30 feet 
wide. There are eight floors not counting the solarium roof and the two 
floors above it in the tower which house, respectively, the air conditioning 
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equipment and the elevator machinery. In reality there are 11 floor 
levels and the height from the promenade deck on the roof gives one a 
typical airplane view of the beautiful Susquehanna Valley. 

The design of the exterior shows the modernistic influence, but could 
be considered an adaptation of the Italian Renaissance architecture. 
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The Federal Excise Tax 


EVERAL COMMODITIES which the hospitals purchase are subject 
to excise and other taxes. Commercial concerns selling commodities 
subject to the excise Federal tax have two ways of charging this tax 

to the consumer: one by adding the tax in the price charged for the com- 
modities, the other by maintaining the price of the commodity as listed 
and itemizing the amount charged to cover the 5% excise tax. This is 
particularly true of soaps, cosmetics, and other supplies usually placed in 
the luxury class. 

The hospitals are large purchasers of surgical soap and of baby soap, 
as well as toilet soaps. It is only fair that the hospitals, in making their 
purchases, should understand that the collection of the 5% excise Federal 
tax on these sales is a matter of law. 

Manufacturers of surgical soap and baby soap frequently ask if there 
is any way to avoid the necessity for paying this tax. Investigation shows 
that the necessity for charging this tax is covered by Section 603 of the 
Revenue Act of 1932, which became effective June 21, 1932. Under this 
Act, manufacturers of these products which are sold to hospitals are 
obliged to charge the excise by adding it to the invoice or assuming the 
tax themselves. In justification of adding it to the invoice, it should be 
remembered that in some manner the manufacturer or seller has to be 
reimbursed for the amount of the tax. In cases where they do not add 
it to the invoice, it is included in the price of the soap, so that when the 
hospital buys liquid soap for surgical purposes or baby soap, it pays the 
tax on the soap regardless of whether it is added to the invoice or is 
included in the price of the soap. This tax also applies to bar or cake 
soap. 

Many manufacturers, for purposes of accounting and of figuring out 
the excise tax in computing their sales, prefer to add the excise tax to 
the invoice, since that makes a clear issue of the tax problem. The hos- 
pital is no worse off where the seller adds the tax to the invoice than it 
would be if he did not add it to the invoice. If he did not add it to the 
invoice he would have to increase his price on the merchandise to cover 
the tax. 
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Our Legislative Reporting Service 


HE Legislative Committee of the American Hospital Association 

will send from the headquarters in Chicago weekly bulletins cover- 

ing legislation that affects hospitals, or is of interest to them, intro- 
duced in Congress, the Dominion Parliament, and state and provincial 
legislatures. These bulletins will give the title and number of the bill as 
introduced, the committee to which it is referred, the name of the author, 
and an abstract or full text of the bill. 

The bulletins will go to members of the Joint Committee and to the 
president, secretary, or chairman of the Legislative Committee of each 
regional, provincial, and state organization. They will be kept up to 
date, and will be mailed promptly each Monday. The several state or 
provincial officers or chairmen of the Legislative Committees will receive 
the information on these bills in ample time to request a hearing before 
the committees to which they have been referred or to present amend- 


ments to the bills. 
SALES TAXES 


In »practically all states in which the legislatures are now in session 
either a Sales Tax law or Sales Stamp legislation is being introduced or 
amended. In no instance have hospitals or charitable institutions been 
exempted in such legislation. It is believed that if the state hospital 
associations would present their claims for exemption before the bill comes 
to a vote, in many states, if not in every state, exemption of our hospitals 
would be provided for. 

GOVERNORS’ MESSAGES 

In reviewing the Governors’ Messages coming to this office, it is noted 
that only in two instances, namely, the Governor of Maine and the Gov- 
ernor of Maryland, has the attention of the state legislatures been called 
to the advisability of providing hospital care for the indigent. In prac- 
tically every other Governor’s Message; the legislature has been advised 
that the program of the Federal Government has not been announced, 
and that the Governor would present a message upon state relief as soon 
as the policy of the Federal Government had been announced. 

It would be advisable for the state hospital associations, either through 
their Legislative Committee or in other ways, to contact the Governor 
of their respective states, and have him incorporate in his message on 
relief his recommendations for hospital care for indigent patients. 

All bills introduced will be kept on file, and the record of their progress 
will be attached as the information comes to this office. 

The Association and the Legislative Committee are doing their utmost 
to make this service of value to all our hospitals. 
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The Capital Structure of the 
American Hospital Association 


S each year closes, organizations, as well as individuals, take stock 
of tangible accomplishments. Our membership, many of whom 
own bonds of our Association, will be interested in its capital 

structure. 

In 1926 the Association recognized the need of a permanent headquar- 
ters, and desiring to establish by way of a permanent investment a 
substantial endowment for hospital study and research, purchased its 
present home at a cost of $125,000. Some $5,000 additional was spent 
for needed alterations and improvements, making a total capital invest- 
ment of $130,000. 

This capital expenditure was financed by an authorized General Mort- 
gage 6 per cent (due 1946) bond issue of $60,000, a first mortgage on 
the property for $60,000 and the payment of $5,000 in cash. The 
remaining $5,000 was paid out of operating income. 

Of the authorized $60,000 general mortgage bond issue, $50,100 was 
sold to the Association membership; the remainder of the $60,000 author- 
ized was held in the Association Treasury. 

Before the expiration of that year a payment of $10,000 was made on 
the first mortgage note, reducing this note to $50,000, and $6,900 general 
mortgage bonds were cancelled, reducing the bonded indebtedness to 
$53,100. The total capital indebtedness January 1, 1927, was $103,100. 
The annual interest charges on the total capital indebtedness was $5,686. 

In 1928, the Board of Trustees authorized the treasurer of the Asso- 
ciation, Mr. Asa S. Bacon, to purchase with available Association funds, 
at par and accrued interest, any of the general mortgage bonds which 
might be offered for sale, up to $2,000 per annum, thus insuring the 
bondholder against loss of principal or interest. Since that time, all 
bonds offered for sale have been promptly purchased for the Association 
account under this authorization, and surplus funds of the Association 
were invested in the bonds of the Association. 

Since 1928 the Association has called for redemption $21,400 of the 
general. mortgage bonds, and at the last meeting of the Board of Trustees, 
December 8, 1934, the treasurer was authorized to have cancelled $5,000 
of the $7,600 of the general mortgage bonds held by the Association, 
leaving $2,600 of the bonds in the treasury, but $20,000 of the original 
issue of $60,000 remaining in the possession of the bondholders. 

In 1932, the mortgage of $50,000 held by the First National Bank and 
Trust Company of Chicago and guaranteeing the $50,000 in notes of 
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the Association became due. The Association paid $17,500 to apply on 
these notes and financed the payment of the remaining $32,500 by selling 
to the Association membership first mortgage 6% bonds, due in 1947, in 
that amount. 

Under the terms of the mortgage trust the Association amortizes 
these first mortgage bonds by depositing $2,166.67 per annum for that 
purpose. The amortization deposits for 1933, 1934, and 1935 have been 
made, and $6,500 of these first mortgage bonds have been purchased and 
cancelled, thus reducing the first mortgage bonds in possession of the 
bondholders—practically all of whom are members of the Association— 
to $26,000, which with the $20,000 of outstanding general mortgage 
bonds makes the total capital indebtedness of the Association $46,000 as 
of January 1, 1935. The annual interest charge on the bonds is $2,760 
and the annual amortization charge is $2,166.67. The total annual cap- 
ital charge of the Association as of January 1, 1935, is $4,926.67. This 
is less than the annual interest charge alone in 1927. 

Since the purchase of the Association property in 1926, the capital 
indebtedness has been reduced by $69,000. All operating costs have been 
paid promptly and to date the Association has no indebtedness, other than 
its capital indebtedness of $46,000. It is the purpose of the Board of 
Trustees to redeem the general mortgage bonds due in 1946 proportion- 
ately with the amortization of the first mortgage bonds due July 1, 1947, 
and to discharge the entire capital indebtedness at that time. 

It is worth commenting upon that the minimum rental charge at pre- 
vailing rental levels in Chicago for the space occupied by the Association 
is $4,500 per annum. This rental charge, computed for the nine years 
which the Association has owned and occupied its property, would amount 
to $40,500.

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The Fourth International Hospital Congress 
Rome, May 5-12, 1935 


The Fourth International Hospital Congress has been definitely sched- 
uled to be held in Rome, Italy, from May 5 to 12, 1935. The Italian 
Government has extended a most cordial welcome to all interested in 
hospitals and hospital problems, so that the visit to Rome is assured of 
being a most memorable one in every respect. 

Those in charge believe that the Congress will afford an important 
opportunity to discuss the various hospital and cognate problems which 
are particularly acute at the present moment here and everywhere. There 
will be reports from subcommittees, each composed of representative men 
from different countries. The following subjects have been tentatively 
scheduled for discussion at this important Congress: 

The Hospital as a Link of a Systematic Public Health Service. 

Equipment and Technical Appliances of the Hospital. 

Activity and Protection of the Hospital in Case of National Calamity. 

The Importance of the Various Groups of Hospital Staff in Relation to 

the Community. 

There will be an opportunity to meet important and leading personali- 
ties from all over the world who are directly or indirectly concerned 
with hospitals. The Congress, as have all the former Congresses, will 
promote personal acquaintanceship and direct contact with those who 
share your interests as managers or trustees of hospitals and convalescent 
homes, as clinicians, as architects, as leaders in the nursing and dietetic 
profession, and others. 

The general travel arrangements have again been placed in the experi- 
enced hands of the American Express Travel Service, who have planned 
interesting tours of Italy, Switzerland, Germany, France, England, Aus- 
tria, Poland, Russia, and Scandinavia. 

These tours are all expense tours. Arrangements are to sail from New 
York on the S. S. REX April 27 and arrive in Rome in time for the 
opening of the Congress on May 5. After the close of the Congress these 
tours provide for a visit to principal cities, with opportunities to visit and 
inspect the leading hospitals in Continental Europe and England. A 
complete outline of the tour, together with full information, may be 
secured by writing to Dr. E. H. L. Corwin, secretary-general, Interna- 
tional Hospital Association, 2 East 103rd Street, New York City. 

Tentative arrangements have been made for a hospital study trip, the 
delegates assembling at Milan on Sunday, April 28, with the following 
schedule: Monday, the Milan hospitals; Tuesday and Wednesday, the 
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institutions in Torino; Thursday and Friday, the institutions in Genova, 
with departure for Firenze in the afternoon; and Saturday, a morning 
drive through Firenze and Fiesole, leaving on Saturday, May 4, and 
arriving for the opening of the convention meetings. 

The first session of the Congress will be held on Sunday, May 5, and 
the session will be addressed by an official representative of the Italian 
Government, representatives of the national hospital associations, the 
International Council of Nurses, and other members of the Congress, 
and the President of the International Hospital Association. 

The Executive Committee of the International Hospital Association 
will hold its meeting on Sunday afternoon.

HE AMERICAN Hospita AssociaTION, with the codperation of the 

University of Chicago and the Chicago Hospital Association, will 

conduct the Annual Institute for Hospital Administrators, Septem- 
ber 12 to September 25. 

As in previous years, the Institute will be held on the campus of the 
University of Chicago, and the lecture room, dormitory, and cafeteria 
facilities of the university will be available for the students of the Insti- 
tute.
